23 

Notwithstanding any statute to the contrary, the Kentucky Adult Learner Program shall 24 

have authorization to issue a Kentucky high school diploma to an adult learner participant if all 25 

of the minimum graduation requirements under Kentucky law are met. 26 

The Kentucky Board of Education and the ELC shall develop metrics that will 27 
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appropriately assess the expected performance outcomes of the program. 1 

(7) Heuser Hearing Institute: Included in the above General Fund appropriation is 2 

$1,500,000 in each fiscal year for the Heuser Hearing Institute to develop a program to close the 3 

education and achievement gaps for deaf and hard-of-hearing individuals. 4 

(8) Workforce Development Program Analysis: Included in the above General Fund 5 

appropriation is $500,000 in fiscal year 2022-2023 to study the effectiveness of Kentucky’s 6 

state-sponsored workforce development programs. The Cabinet shall collaborate with the Center 7 

for Business and Economic Research at the University of Kentucky to establish the scope of the 8 

study.

the Kentucky Nonprofit Network to support outreach, resources, and programming for 22 

Kentucky nonprofits to strengthen Kentucky communities. Beginning July 1, 2023, through 23 

September 1, 2027, the Kentucky Nonprofit Network shall provide an annual report to the 24 

Interim Joint Committee on Appropriations and Revenue by September 1 detailing the impact 25 

of these funds on the ability of nonprofits to mitigate the negative impact of COVID-19 and 26 

provide effective services. Notwithstanding KRS 45.229, any unexpended Federal Funds from 27 
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the American Rescue Plan Act of 2021 Federal Funds appropriations shall not lapse and shall 1 

carry forward. Eligible nonprofit organizations will be entitled to apply for a one-time assistance 2 

grant of a maximum amount of $100,000 per organization, not to exceed the net negative 3 

revenue difference between the organization’s calendar year 2020 and calendar year 2021 4 

financial statements. 5 

1. One-time assistance grants will be reviewed in the order in which they are received 6 

and eligible grants will be provided until the appropriate amount is exhausted. 7 

2. The process for determining an applicant’s eligibility and awarding the grants will be 8 

determined by the Secretary of the Public Protection Cabinet.  9 

(b) Eligible nonprofit organization means organizations meeting all of the following 10 

criteria: 11 

1. A nonprofit that has been granted exemption from the federal income tax by the 12 

United States commissioner of internal revenue as organizations described in Section 501(c)(3), 13 

(6), or (8) or as veterans' organizations described in Section 501(c) of the United States Internal 14 

Revenue Code of 1986 and subject to the provisions of the Nonprofit Corporation Act;  15 

2. A nonprofit based in Kentucky providing services to Kentuckians;  16 

3. Excluding nonprofit arts organizations, a nonprofit providing services to the 17 

following populations most affected by COVID-19: 18 

a.  People living at or below the federal poverty level; 19 

b. People experiencing homelessness; 20 

c.  Communities of Color; 21 

d. Minimum or low-wage employees displaced by business closures; 22 

e.  Older adults living at or below the federal poverty level; 23 

f.  People who are immunocompromised or medically fragile; 24 

g. Immigrant and refugee communities; 25 

h. People with limited English proficiency; 26 

i.  People with disabilities; 27 
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j.  People without health insurance; 1 

k. Victims of domestic violence or child abuse; 2 

l.  Children in need of services; and 3 

m. Workers without access to paid sick leave; and 4 

(c) A nonprofit that has not already received direct financial assistance, excluding loans, 5 

through the federal CARES Act (Pub. L. No. 116-136), the Consolidated Appropriations Act, 6 

2021 (H.R. 133), or any subsequent federal relief package enacted prior to the nonprofit’s grant 7 

application being considered shall be given preference. 8

(2) Debt Service: Included in the above Road Fund appropriation is $343,800 in fiscal 10 

year 2022-2023 and $345,000 in fiscal year 2023-2024 for debt service on previously authorized 11 

bonds. 12 

(3) Adopt-A-Highway Litter Program: The Transportation Cabinet and the Energy and 13 

Environment Cabinet may receive, accept, and solicit grants, contributions of money, property, 14 

labor, or other things of value from any governmental agency, individual, nonprofit organization, 15 

or private business to be used for the Adopt-a-Highway Litter Program or other statewide litter 16 

programs. Any contribution of this nature shall be deemed to be a contribution to a state agency 17 

for a public purpose and shall be treated as Restricted Funds under KRS Chapter 45 and reported 18 

according to KRS Chapter 48, and shall not be subject to restrictions set forth under KRS 19 

Chapter 11A. 20 

(4) Riverport Improvements: Included in the above General Fund appropriation is 21 

$500,000 in each fiscal year to improve public riverports within Kentucky. The Secretary of the 22 

Transportation Cabinet, in conjunction with the Kentucky Water Transportation Advisory Board, 23 

shall determine how the funds are distributed. 24 

(5) Electric Vehicle Charging Program: Included in the above Federal Funds 25 

appropriation is[appropriations are $17,364,000 in General Fund and] $69,456,000[ in Federal 26 

Funds] in fiscal year 2022-2023 for the Electric Vehicle Charging Program in the Infrastructure 27 
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Investment and Jobs Act.[ Notwithstanding KRS 45.229, these funds shall not lapse and shall 1 

carry forward.] The Transportation Cabinet shall submit an Electric Vehicle Infrastructure 2 

Development Plan to the Interim Joint Committee on Transportation on or before June 30, 2022. 3 

Section 10.   2022 Kentucky Acts Chapter 239, Section 13, at page 2408, is amended to 4 

read as follows: 5 

There is hereby appropriated Federal Funds from the State Fiscal Recovery Fund from the 6 

American Rescue Plan Act of 2021 in the amount of $1,500,000 in fiscal year[years] 2022-2023[ 7 

and 2023-2024] to the Learning and Results Services budget unit to enrich science curriculums. 8 

There is hereby appropriated Federal Funds from the State Fiscal Recovery Fund from the 9 

American Rescue Plan Act of 2021 in the amount of $1,500,000 in fiscal year 2023-2024 to the 10 

Learning and Results Services budget unit for a chemistry and physical science 3D game-11 

based learning platform for middle school and high school students that aligns to Kentucky's 12 

science academic standards, connects the standards to real world technologies and 13 

applications, and highlights STEM and CTE career pathways in Kentucky to increase 14 

students' interest in pursuing a chemistry-related career. 15 

Section 11.   There is hereby appropriated Restricted Funds in the amount of $325,000 16 

in fiscal year 2023-2024 to the Hairdressers and Cosmetologists budget unit as a one-time 17 

allocation for an information technology project. 18 

Section 12.   There is hereby appropriated $63,663,100 in Restricted Funds and 19 

$254,652,500 in Federal Funds in fiscal year 2022-2023 and $322,499,200 in Restricted Funds 20 

and $1,143,406,400 in Federal Funds in fiscal year 2023-2024 to the Medicaid Benefits budget 21 

unit to provide Medicaid reimbursement of outpatient hospital services under the Hospital Rate 22 

Improvement Program. 23 

Section 13.    Notwithstanding KRS 39A.303(1), there is hereby transferred Restricted 24 

Funds from the East Kentucky State Aid Funding for Emergencies (EKSAFE) Fund in the 25 

amount of $10,000,000 in fiscal year 2023-2024 to the Rural Housing Trust Fund. These funds 26 

are hereby appropriated and shall be used to provide loans or grants for eligible activities, 27 
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including but not limited to acquisition, construction, or rehabilitation of rural housing units to 1 

those located in the areas named in the Presidential Declaration of a Major Disaster, designated 2 

FEMA-4663-DR-KY, in the eastern Kentucky region to recover from the devastation caused by 3 

the storms and flooding. 4 

Section 14.    Notwithstanding KRS 39A.305(1), there is hereby transferred Restricted 5 

Funds from the West Kentucky State Aid Funding for Emergencies (WKSAFE) Fund in the 6 

amount of $10,000,000 in fiscal year 2023-2024 to the Rural Housing Trust Fund. These funds 7 

are hereby appropriated and shall be used to provide loans or grants for eligible activities, 8 

including but not limited to acquisition, construction, or rehabilitation of rural housing units to 9 

those located in the areas named in the Presidential Declaration of a Major Disaster, designated 10 

FEMA-4630-DR-KY, in the western Kentucky region to recover from the devastation caused by 11 

the storms and tornadoes. 12 

Section 15.   Notwithstanding KRS 304.2-300 and 304.2-400, there is hereby transferred 13 

Restricted Funds in the amount of $1,300,000 in fiscal year 2023-2024 to the Self-Insurance 14 

Fund (KRS 342.920) to support making payments to eligible workers’ compensation claimants. 15 

Notwithstanding KRS 342.920, these funds shall be disbursed to the Kentucky Group Self-16 

Insurance Guaranty Fund to make payments in fiscal year 2023-2024 to workers’ compensation 17 

claimants injured after March 1, 1997, when the security of a former self-insured group has been 18 

depleted. Notwithstanding 342.908(4), no assessments from the members of the Kentucky Group 19 

Self-Insurance Guaranty Fund shall exceed an amount in excess of $5,000,000 at any given time. 20 

Notwithstanding KRS 342.908(4) and (5), the Board of Directors shall raise assessments to a 21 

percentage of the premium for each member of the Kentucky Group Self-Insurance Guaranty 22 

Fund sufficient to pay outstanding claims. 23 

Section 16.   Whereas the provisions of this Act provide ongoing support for state government 24 

agencies and their functions, an emergency is declared to exist, and this Act takes effect 25 

upon its passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law." 26
